Parents Warned Against ‘Making 
A Prison of the Baby’s Play Pen’ 


Toronto, Oct. 23 (AP)—A New 
York insurance company doctor 
today warned mothers against 
“making a prison of the baby’s 
play-pen” lest the child fail to 
learn home-accident prevention 
through experience. ,

in a play pen with the intent. of 
keeping him out of harm’s way 
in some respects defeats its own 
purpose, Dr. George Wheatley, a 
vice president of the Metropolitan 
Life tnsurance Company, deciar-

on the alert to prevent accidents,” 
he told reporters at the 20th an- 
nual meeting of the American 
Academy of Pediatrics, “and they 
i3 do everything possible to 
educate their children in hazards 
of the home—particularly in the 
most dangerous rooms of all—the 
kitchen and the bathroom, 

“But one of the worst things 
that parents can do Is to be so 
fearful of accidents that they keep 
young children isolated in play 

or by other means so that 
they have little opportunity to

Wheatley stress¢d that by “ex- 
perience” he did not mean pur- 
posely allowing a child to put

self with a paring knife, or fall 
from the kitchen table. 

But he said that if the child 
is given some opportunity to ex-

Also, he said, the mother who 
knows her child can dan- 
ger by the tone of her voice, or 
by associating the child's at- 
tempted act with something he al- 
knows to be painful. For 
example, he said, the danger of a 
“hot” stove might by associated 
with an over-hot nursing bottle. 

Finally, said Dr. Wheatley, if the 
child is prevented access to highly 
dangerous objects—like cleaning 
fluids and medicines—and ‘still 
manages to come up against re- 
latively minor hazards “split gips, 
technicolor bruises, chipped teeth 
and bloody scalph can be of tre- 
mendous and lasting educational
